Virginia is
corinin to be reconstrneted; she is to be restored
to self-eovernment snd to representstion in Con-
gress; she is ultimately to be relieved of all pro-
seriptions and distraochisements; then why not
vush on the goud work (o Its Inevimble con-
sunmation 7 Our oldest  living poet exhorts
1, In view of death, to *“go not like the galley-
suve at night, scourged to his dungeons” and we
putreat the Republicans in Congress not to imi-
Jate, with regard to the late RKebels, their own
pupid blunder in resisting the enfrauchisemont
of the blacks untll they have very nearly thrown
awny their chance of influencing and guiding
their political course. Une such glgantic folly
gliould sutlice for a generation.

The country is ewiphatically with the President.
It longs {or peace and restorntion and harmony.
It demands proper guarantecs for the security
aud equal rights of all lnw-abiding citizens; but
it prefers to tind them in constitutions and laws
mther than in Presidentin] edicts and military
orders. It believes that the present s a favor-
able conjuncture for completing reconstruction
on the basis of universal nmnesty and impoartisl
suffrage; and It prefers to take the risk= of an
unknown, impenetrabile future. It is gnite aware
that there are still implacable rebels and invete-
re wrongdoers nt the South: but it feels that
they can now be remitted to the discipline of n
Govornment of the whole people.  Vieginin is
certainly a less turbulent, more law-abiding com-
munity than Arkansas, where Governor Cluyton
bas conguered a peace with no other force thian
his volunteer militin, Arst orgunized for this pur-
pose, snd where life, liberty, and property are
now safor than before—which 1s not saying o
great deal, 'We defy any one to give n reason for
denying self-government  to Virginia  which
would not be stronger il applicd to Arkansas.

“Let us have peace.” Military rule is at best

but an srmed truce, Ir coste money, and does
not educate ita subjects to respect justice more
than force. Four years have now passed since
the surrender of Appomattox, and he who die-
tated the terms of Leo's eapitulstion declires
that the time has fully come for restoring Vire-
ginin to self-government and all its natural inei-
dents,  The country cordially, joyfully responds
to the President; will Congress demir?  To do
80 will be o abdieate the proud position it has
hitherto maiutained—to fall to the rear of the
grand movement for universal lberty and nu-
tional Integrity. We pray that no adjournment
Ay be had until Virginia, Mississippl, and even
Texas shall bave been enablod and iuvited
Lo resume, nnder fit conditions and with necdinl
guarantees, the proud position they so madly
abjured,sof States, and the peers of all other
States, lu the American Union.

The Approaching Termination of
the Paraguayan War,
From the N, Y. Herald,

The news from Rio Janeiro states that o coni-
mission is en roule for Paraguny with proposi-
tions for the termination of the war, The main
features of the proposed treaty are the indepen-
dence of Paraguay, free river navigation, and
the renuneiation of the Paragunyan claims to o

wortion of the Gran Chaco and Matto Grosso,
The Gran Chaco bounds Paraguny on the west
and Is & vast desept und disputed [m‘_ritur(\' be-
tween the Argentine Republie, Bolivis, and
Paraguay. Matto Grosso, n Brazilian provinee,
is u:ﬁ‘ in dispute with reference to its southern
boundary lne. Brazil clalms the line of the
Aps and Paraguony claims the line of the Rio
Blaneo and Ybineima—a strip which includes
over twenty thousand square miles, or noarly
one-third of the Paraguayan territory, as hitherto
gonceded by all the best maps.

Thus the allles terminate thoelr grent strugg
To btls inglorious end comes the lnmous =
troaty of May 1, 1865; wud thos the views
hinve always held—that the abjects of the war ns
expressed in that treaty would pever be accom-
plished —are confirmed. 1t has been our delizght
oceasionully to faunt this civilized treaty in the
face of this century; for it bears the lmpress of
European monarchical manufucture—a curlons
infringement upon the treaty for Mexican Inter-
vention by Epgland, France, sud Spain. No
danger, however, of o suit or damnges; for the
letters patent are royal aud mwonicehioal, and the
Paraguayan war I8 waged in that Intorest.

To quote the words ol My, E. AL Hopkins, o
pelebrated American ploncer, whose single elfores

hive carrled with them el of the destiny
of La Platn valley, “The Rio de la  Plata
has been the focus of Europesu intrigne

pince 1807, and systemutic effort has been made
to subject these countrivs o monarchical intu-
ences.” How trae this s may be proven by the
fact that after the date of thelr ndependonce,
first the Bragavnzas reclalmed (he vight to rude,
then Napoleon wanted Joseph to be King of
Spanish America.  The cmpire  overthrown,
Franee neain oftered to support the Duke d'Or-
leans, Prince de Lucel, and even Don Frauncisco
de Paulo, brother of Ferdinand VI in an impe-
rial effort. Upon the fullure of the Whitloek
English expedition against Buenos Avres, Eng-
lunh intrigued ‘with the King of Portugal, then
residont In Brazil, to croste sn lglependent
throne fo rhons Carlota Josguing  orfor her

consin  Don  Carlos.  This  lady of  the
H,puui.-.h Bourbons was first the wife of the
Prince Regent, and afterwards of the Intont

Don Pedro of Braganzs, The Brazilisn Court
entered heartily into the scheme.  The whaole of
the Portuguese and Brazillan troubles with Uru-
uny, which have finally cultninated o the
'nriqnu an war, bogan through these complica-
tlops. It s too long o story Lo trace the con-
stant intrigues of Englond, which have been a
fruitful source of troubles on the Plaia river
from thal date to the present, It may be stated,
however, thnt British Influgncs hos never been
l.'l'l.'ﬂ‘-lM:ti thore except for the promotion of
British Interests. For a long time the Plato
valley was the scene of warlike nud diplomatie
pflorts on the part of Eoglond and France for
spommercinl supremacy, and even to-day the
sommercial struggle continues, although in a
mire pesceable mannor, .
The little republic of Urnguay was long singe
gompletely prosieate.

to Rio Jonelro In disgost,  The leader of the
Argentine troops hoas guitted his command and
gone 0 Boenos Ayres,  The allied army is dis-
pirtted with the loss of hall s numnber in the
Inte campaign: the cholera Is in their widst;
thelr countrymnn in Brazil wnd the Argentine
republic are fleeing to the interior to escape o
merciless conseription; discontont and recrimi-
untlons are wet on all sides; the army threa-
tens to dishand, that the common soldiers may
follow the commnnders who have deserted thely
poste,  In wddition, Lopez s ut the hend of five
thousand men. and, well fortified, nwaits an nllied
advance townrds the interior; walts for them to
leave the cover of their from-clads; walts for
them to fulfil article six of the allied treaty,
which says that “the allies solemnly agree not
to Iny down their arms excopt by eominon con-
sent and until they overthrow the setusl Goy-
ernment of Parnguiay.”

Giemeral Grant and Reconstrnes
tion,
From the N, Y, Tiines,

Nothing could be more admirable, in spirit
und temper, than Generul Grant’s bricl message
to Congress on reconstraetion which we pub-
lished on Thursday. It shows his earnest desire
Lo restore, at the earliest possible moment, peace-
ful and barmonions relations to all sections of
the Union, and to remove oll the lingering re-
#ults of the late Rebellion: ond instond of pro-
voking controversy on the subject, either o to
the end itself or the bost means of atinining it, he
ussmmnes that Congress is just s desirous of its
attainment as hie bimsoll, and poilnts to the peo-

ple of the excluded States themselves as the
proper partics to bring It about.
The Presldent suggests that Congress provide

for submitting to the people of Virginia the Con-
stitution framed by the Convention of 1868, —and
for submitting ancw to the people of Mississippi
the Constitution which they have once rejected.
If Dboth these constitutions should be now
awdopted, the basi= wonld  Le Iald for o practical
restoration of both these States to the Union, Of
Georgin the President saye nothing, probahly
becnuse Congress is alrendy engaged in disenss-
ing its affairs,

Geoernl Grant  assumes that Congress will
agree with him in thinking that the States lntely
in rebellion onght to be restored

CAL as early a perioel s the people of thoge States
shodl be fommd willing (o become peaceinl anid orderly
communities, and to adapt and malntain such consti-
tutions snd lows as will etfoctaally secure the clvil
and politieal rights of  wll persons within  their
borlers.”

This wonld seem to be w hasis of restoration at
once just and Hberal, and we presame no party
will Be found in Congress or out of it that will
ke any opposition 1o it, in theory at nll events.
It iy not seetn quite consistent with My, Phil-
lips" nssumption thet *no relinnee ean be placed
on the present white generation of the South,”
though even most reflecting men will concede
that it will do more towards making fufure
generntions Crelinhle than the poliey which Mr.
Phillips himsell recommends. It certainly s
more closely in accordance with the eivilized
and Christinn spivit of the age, and with the
privciples and sentiments which lie at the hasis
of vur institntions, thun the iron policy by which
Peter the Great eivilized Hussin or Cromwell
Christinnized Ireland.  And we are quite sure it
will commend self much more strongly to the
approval of the American peaple,

Frotection off American Uitizens
in the Cuban Waters,
From the N. Y. World.

We lutely attempted to set forth the proper
attitude of our Government in respect o the
Cuban Insurvection. We presented the subject
i dis shaplest view, disentangled from compli-
cations arising out of any lnjustice that miche
be practised agninst our eitizens, or any injurics
to our commerce, by the Spanish authoritlos.
With a simple insurrection we had nothing to do
but to stund aloof and waintain  our neutrality.
The practice of our Government In all such cascs
has heen uniform, aud has beon regulated by tho
strictest principles of international comity. The
doctrine on which it has always acted has been
frequently stated In authoritative pablle doen-

ments, and never perbups with more per-
apleaity  than  in the proclamation ol
President Van  Buren warning our cltlzens
sirulnst wlding the  rebellion (or *“*Patriot

Waur," as It was called) in Canada, in the winter
of 18578, The rebollion hnd many poiuts ol
similarity to the present insuvrection in Cuba,
That, like this, wis a rebellion ina colony; was
an elfort o break the connection with  the
mother country and render the colony indepon-
dent; was resisted by the loeal suthoritios; was
encournged pud abetted by aative lnsurgents
who catue to the Uplted States and attempted to
strengthen thelr cause by getting ap demonsirmn-
tions of Merlean public senthnent, and Tnwless
Amorican expeditions bn aid ol the insnrrection.
President Van Buren, in the face of the most
active syipathy sl slong the frontier, thonghit
it his duty to issne a prochoustion, from which
wiemake the following extraet;

ST fusurrection exlsted in Canmdn, the amdeatle
dispositions of the United States towards Gireat Bri-
Lok, s well us thetr duty o themselyves, wounld Teand
thew to mapdotain o stelet neatrallly amwl W restrain
their clitlzens froae o)l vicdatl i of the laws which
luye been passed for (s enforcoinent,  But this Goy-
vernment recognlzes n still higher obligation te re-
piress wll attempls on the part of s cltdzens to dis-
turh the pence of 4 oonptry where order preyalls or
bhas been recestublishod, Depredotions by our elti-
Zens upon witions at peace with the Unbted States,
or combdnations fur committing them, lave ot all
times been regarded by the American Governoient
sl people with the gecatest abdiorence,  MUItary
Incurslons by our citbzens Into conniries so sitaated,
wid the commission of aets of violence on the mem-
bers thereol, I amder to etfeol o Change o its goveri-
ety oF ander wny pretext whiatover, have, from the
commencement of owr Govermiment,  been held
equally eritwingl on the part of those eonguged imthem,
atdd 88 moch deserving of punishonent w8 wonld be
the disturbdnes ofF the pubbie peree by e perpeto-
tlon of stmdlar sols withiu our owi territory.

Our Government hus never held ANy diforont
doctrine; aod we have selected this particulir
expression of I, Decanse the dase to whileh it
wis applicd tallies so perviectly with the present,
8o long ws the Spanish suthoritics do not mulest
or injure our eltizens, we luive no eall o luter-
meddle in the dispute betwoen them and  their
fpsurgent subjects. I the Spanish suthoritics
nre foolish or j.lu]ri'llilt'lll t'll.ull_;_;ll . Im Bjrikss
agalnsl our rights, we pro bound o inlerpose for
protection and redress, and the redress mnst be
sulted to the natire of the wrong, The sending
of Admlral Hofl o the Cuban waters and the
nceeumulation of troops ou the Gulf, are, under
the clreumepinees, wise measures ol precation,
rendered necessary by au insolent and mesaving
deeree of Captain-General Dulee, jlssued on the
24th of March, We copy a translition of the ob-
jectionuble part of the decree as follows:

Hut notwithstunding this, they
were certalnly not pirndes, nor does the under-
signed think that it ean advance the purposs of
fulr snd friendly discussion =0 to denominate
them,  Their offense, whatever it was, had no
amalogy 1o eoses of piracy,”

The Captain-General of Cuba has made o grave
mistake ln using this offensive word, and threst-
cning 1o suuanarily #shoot as plrates mon who
can be called such only by o gross misapplica-
tion of the torm, aud who, being put to desth st
once without uny trisl, may he lnnocent of any
crime. He needs to be very cautious how he
carrivs out so barburous o threat. Not only is
intrinsic justice ngalnst him, but the zeal, Linste,
or indiseretion of his officers is luble to aggra-
vitte every wrong and =et the United States in o
fline.  General Dulee onght not only to have
treated onr national diguity with more ¢onside-
ration, but 1o have welghed with more eare than
he seems to have done  the charmcter of onr new
President —a feeble statesman but an encrgetic
soldier, who wonld be glad of an apportunity to
reawnken the Hangging admiration of his conn-
trymen by the  vigorons  prosecuation  of
w populnr owar,  The Capmln-General could
perpetrate . no greater  blunder  than by
wiving liim nn opporfunity win
new wilitary lnorels, Tnoa war with Spain, we
shonld, of course, be the nllies of the insurgents,
and Cubn wonld  casily be wrenched from the
Spanish crown forever. The Captain-General
must not make it impossible for moderate, poa-
triotic Amerieans to raise their voices with effect
in fievor of nen-intervention and the strict ob-
servinee of our nentral obligations.  Perhaps
he will not deem it inconsistent with his dignity
to withdraw his ill-judged decree; but he honld
lose no timwe In giving such structions to his
ofticers ns will prevent its execution in the spirit
in which it is conceived. His prompt compli-
unee with the request of Admiral Hoft for the free
withdrawal of American eitizens from the island,
looks a8 If he apprecisted the importance of
reating us with consideration. It is to be hoped,
in the interest of peace, that he will permit no
gronter severity agoiust abettors of the ins=nr-
gente thau mwmay he necessary for foiling their
designs,

We have no complaint to malke ol the promp
precautionary steps taken by President Grant;
and so long o8 he  confines hi= measures to the
simple protection of Ameriean citizens, entore-
ing their obligntions of nentrallty as well as Qe
fending thelr rights. he will be cordinlly sup-
ported by thinking men of hoth polivieal pare-
ties: but he must not turn filibister for the sake
of getting np o pew wary and =0 long ns the
Cubpn anthorities do not inflict any  wrongs
upon onr eitizens, General Grant nst not inter-
fere between them and the insurgents, It i= his
elenr duty to prevent filibustering expeditions
from being fitted ont in our ports or leaving our
shioros; and if afew should escape ln spite of
reasonnble vigilanee, he owes them no protec-
tion In case of their eapture, if they receive u_mi:\'
sueh severity as iicustomuarily practised o siul-
